NEWARK, N J (LNS)--A highl> reliable .>ouu.c 
in the executive branch of the New Jerse > state 
government has told staff members of the Foil 
Dix Coffee House that the government is preparing 
for mass arrests of civilians and Gl’s Accord- 
ing to the source, the charges will be that the 
coiiee house is "the major source of heroin” in 
the Fort Dix area 

At a press conference at the American Civil 
Liberties Union headquarters here, three coffee 
house staffers, Josie Duke v Sam Karp and Bob To- 
mashevsky, explained the political motivations 
behind the government’s charges 

This latest move by the government fits into 
a pattern of harrassment and intimidation that 
began even before the coffee house opened its 
doors to Gl’s on April 25th Staffers have been 
arrested more than a dozen times, often on minor 
traffic violations [one staff members was held 
on $100 bail for allegedly tailing to give a 
traffic signal- -a violation that calls for a $25 
fine)- Sometimes they are set up for more seri- 
ous charges, like assault and battery, where wit 
nesses suddenly materialize to agree that they 
saw something happen that didn’t Four cases on 
a variety of charges are still pending m the 
courts 

These efforts to stop the G1 movement have 
cleanly failed- SJ’s in increasing numbers ,ome 
to the coffeehouse and thirty ot them meet re- 
gularly to put out their newspaper. Shakedown 
The rebellion m the Fort Dix stockade a month 
ago is just one indication of the ways Gl's are 
getting together and fitting tor then human 
rights 

Petitions are circulating throughout the base 
m support of the 38 Gl’s implicated b> the /'umy 
in the stockade rebel non The petitions n 1 i 
for all charges to be dropped against the 38, for 
the aboliton <tof army stockades on ail army bases, 
and for the release of all political prisoners,

Steve Naglcr, Executive Director of the 
New Jersey ACEH, said that anyone who believed 
"these incredibly trumped-up charges" is ei- 
ther naive of dishonest. In a letter sent to 
the New Jersey State Attorney General, Arthur 
J Sills, Naglcr demanded an end to the po- 
lice state tactics being carried out by New 
Jersey State Police in cooperation with the 
army 

Bet the repressive machinery of the state 
is in full gear The coffee house staffers 
believe the raid is imminent On Friday, July 
11, a staff member found a small quantity of 
pot planted in the bathroom of the coffee 
house and quickly flushed it down the toilet 

Two days later, two Gl’s on their way to 
the coffee house were picked up, brought to 
the State Police barracks and questioned about 
how much pot was smoked and sold at the cof- 
fee house The cops said that if they told 
anyone about what transpired at the barracks, 
they would have to deal with the military 
police The Gl’s not only told the coffee 
house statf what happened, but also signed 
arfadants to the effect that narcotics were 
never sold or used m the coffee house 

With Nixon talking about "no-knock” war- 
rants for cops in search oi narcotics and with 
more than 200 SDS people arrested on phony 
drug charges in the month of May alone, it 
looks like the local authorities have the 
go • oil e ad to make arrests on the flimsiest of 
pretexts 

The cot fee house statf hopes that the pub- 
licity germed from then press conference 
will discourage Attorney General Sills from 
moving on the trumped-up charges The only 
certainty light now, however, is that no mat- 
ter who they get this time, there are others 
waiting to take their place

with brutal candor and on an intensely personal 
level - 

"It was a whole week of truth scrum, all 
openness,” one woman executive told the 'Vail 
Street Journal, ’’but then 1 came back to work 
and decided that the training had so opened me 
up that 1 was tired of the Mickey Mouse- ” 

When the woman's superiors wanted tj de- 
lay a decision on a program she had been working 
on for more than a year she told then she was 
tired of their procrastination and quit 

Her company dropped the sensitivity train 
mg shortly after this 

Beset b> similiar problem-, a significant 
number of corporations have turned aw ay ♦ l um 
free -swinging, traditional I -groan- t -a carefully 
planned sessions dealing not with personalities 
but with specific company pioblcns ‘ 5 any have

”1 came hack all charged up and stuck 
my head in a wringer the first few weeks,” re- 
calls the chief of a research lab for a big 
chemical company, "but I found the rest of the

MOVEMENT; What does that button mean-Tengo 
Puerto Rico en mi Corazon? 

Cha Cha; It says, I have Puerto Rico in my 
hearto Understand that we’re still a colony, 
controlled by the United States „ A governor 
was allowed to be elected by the people in 
1947, . . 1898 to 1947, that’s a long time. And 
the governor now, to us, is nothing but an uncle 
tom, a person that advocates statehood. We’ve 
been fucked over for so long, as a colony. 

In 1962 a delegation from Puerto Rico 
^fent' to t+ie "United "Nations to ask the people of 
the world whether they thought Puerto Rico 
should be free or not. Everyone voted that it 
should be free and independent but the United 
States. That same year they sucked 601 pillion ^ 
dollars out of Puerto Rico. We know what it’s 
all about. . * They’re fucking us over in 
Puerto Rico and over here. They call us 
citizens only when we get sent to war or 
something like that, when they want to use us. 

But we’re not citizens of the United States, and 
we’re going to fight. We want Puerto Rico to be 
free. We remember all the things that have been 
done to us. We won’t forget them. That’s what 
this button means. 

MOVEMENT: How do the Young Lords relate to 
groups struggling inside Puerto Rico? 

Cha Cha: The Cubans have this poster. . „ saying 
we will destroy it from the outside, you from 
the inside. This is the same way we put it. We 
feel that we should stimulate revolution here in 


the mother country, as well as in the colony.

The ones 
that think they know everything, that want to 
talk for us. They want to say that they (J re our 
leaders. The ones appointed by the Mayors and 
the President. These are the ones keeping us 
down. So we have to relate to the class struggle. 

A lot of people come over here* looking for a 
land of opportunity, for this dream. A lot of 
them come over to work on farms. There’s a lot of 
Puerto Ricans working for $1.45 an hour right now. 
On farms. They’re brought over here as slaves, 
even by their own people. People don’t notice that* 
They don’t speak the language. . .just put on the 
farm. 

Puerto Ricans are a proud race, they don’t 
like to admit that they* re poor. They come 
over here and save two or three hundred dollars, 
and then go back to visit Puerto Rico on the 
plane, usually buying the ticket on credit. Go 
to Puerto Rico, spend the two or three hundred 
dollars in about a week and then come back and 
leave the impression that they’re living here 
a happy life and they’re really not Q They’re just 
pretending,, We have a lot of pretenders. It’s 
basically pride. If we would just be sincere 
and let the people in Puerto Rico know what’s 
happening, maybe we would get some changes. 
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Then there are the pccple who >•. rk i c ;

past, and now has a working relationship with 
Gainesville SDS - Some legal aid has been received 
from the ACLU. "But mostly we have to depend on 
ourselves- - 1 ike everyone else" Fulwood said. 

Fulwood, who is also a poet, said he speaks 
often to college students, women’s rights and sim- 
ilar groups. "They wish us good luck, but rarely 
offer more tangible aid," he said, but he added 
that he thinks that some of his listeners "get 
turned on to the radical movement." 

JOMO urges Blacks to take several steps to 
prepare for the coming struggle for self-determ- 
ination, They must acquire land and establish 
businesses to free Biacks from dependence on 
white America- They must gain control of Black 
schools to produce creative, able Black people 
who can take leadership roles m an independent 
Black society- They must begin to form alliances 
with other oppressed peoples. They must call the 
United States to account before the United Nations. 
They must arm for self-defense against the geno- 
cide America is planning for Blacks. And they must 
not allow themselves to be drafted into the mother 
country’s Army to "fight in the racist wars that 
America is usually responsible for, and which are 
generally directed against other non-white opp- 
ressed people ." 

"The battleground for Black People is in the 
streets of America." TIiat's Point 15 of a 16-point 
statement of "What JOMO Believes," 

Blacks must also demand reparation of land and 
money for 300 years of genocide at the hands of 
white America; the release of all Black prison- 
ers in U.S, jails, since they were tried and con- 
victed by whites, in white courts, under white 
law, and not by their Black peers; and an end to 
police brutality, JOMO says. 

On the question of whether Black liberation 
will mean a separate Black nation, JOMO has no 
definite answer yet. Fulwood says in essence: 

"Our goal is Black liberation What we’re bas- 
ically asking for is a redistribution of wealth 
and power in this country. It is conceivable that 
a revolution could accomplish this without the 
creation of a separate Black nation, but this is 
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c on s i do re d un i i k e 1 y J n v 1 o w o t i h e p a s t re cord of 
oppression and exploitation of Blacks m .America. 

This will have to be decided by the people at that 
time." 

One important factor in determining whether 
Blacks wijl need a separate nation will be the att- 
itude of JOMO’s white revolutionary allies, Fulwood 
said. He added that he was not re assured by a rec- 
ent SDS resolution condemning cultural nationalism 
If tins attitude continues to prevail among white 
radicals, a separate Black nation will be a necess- 
ity, he said. 

Whether these attitudes wi;l continue among 
white radicals remains to be seen But in the mean- 
time, whites should recognize that, apart from what- 
ever sympathies they might have for Black liberation, 
they have a vested interest m supporting , or at 
least not hindering the development of, groups such 
as JOMO and the Black Panthers, 

These organizations are not anti-white as such - 
They are anti-ruling class--and the ruling class, of 
course, is white. They are anti - imperialist , anti- 
colonialist, anti -exploiter , anti -oppressor- and 
these are also mostly whites. This is not "racism- 
in-reverse" as the Establishment likes to say. The 
U, of Florida’s Alligator recently made the distinct- 
ion as clearly as it can be made: "[JOMO’s] revol- 
ution would see the oppressed fighting oppressors 
rather than biacks vs, whites" - 

It is important to grasp this distinction, for 
it is probably the key, from the white side, to 
the possibility of cooperation between black and white 
radicals. For only if JOMO, the Panthers, androther 
disciplined revolutionary groups are able to harness 
and politicize the existing, undifferentiated (and 
entirely justified) anti-white feelings among Biacks 
and focus them against the ruling cl ass- -only then 
will it be possible for white radicals who would 
also like to overthrow the ruling class to work 
with the Black revolutionaries. It seems clear that 
white radicals could not work with groups which are 
anti-white as such- -any more than Biacks could work 
WJth whites who have not shed the last vestiges of 
racism and paternalism.

During a teach-m on April 12 against the 
two projects and at a mass meeting which followed, 
it became clear that a large segment of the MIT 
community favored an end to war- related research. 
Fearing a militant campaign on the Columbia model, 
the MIT administration moved fast--on April 29, 
President Johnson announced that the department 
in which the projects were being developed would 
not accept any new secret government contracts 
until future relations with the Pentagon were 
studied further. 

Johnson also announced the formation of a 
panel to investigate MIT's association with its 
two "special laboratories," the I-Lab and Lincoln 
Laboratory. Together, the two installations have 
a total of over 3,700 employees and an annual 
budget of over $100 million. Linclon Lab, located 
in facilities provided by the Air F 9tce at Hans- 
com Field in Lexington , Mass . is engaged in stud- 
ies related to the anti-ballistic missile prog- 
ram (ABM). The panel, chaired by Dean William 
F, Pounds of the MIT S imn School of Management, 
is not expected to make its final report until 
Chctober 1st; in a preliminary report, however, 
the panel recommends that military research be 
curtailed ant that the special laboratories seek 
socially-oriented civilian projects. 

While the report does not call for the abol- 
ition of military research, it suggests that "MIT 
should avoid projects involving the actual dev- 
elopment of a prototype weapons system, except 
in times of grave national emergency.” On this 
basis, the panel argues that MIT should attempt 
to extricate itself from the Poseidon missile 
program.

file other campus-based FCRCs (usually identif- 
ied by their initials rather than their full names) 
are the Applied Physics Laboratory fAPLj at Johns 
Hopkins University, Penn .State’s Ordnance Research 
Lab (ORLj , the Center for Research in Social Sys- 
tems (CRESS) of the American University, George 
Washington University’s Human Resources Research 
Office (HumRRO) , the Defense Research Lab at the 
University of Texas, the Applied Physics Lab of 
the University of Washington, and Wisconsin’s 
Mathematics Research Center (MRC) All together, 
these institutions receive $142 million annually 
from the Department cf Defense . 

Most, if not all, of the FCRCs administered by 
universities have come under attack from student 
activists this spring. 

In Washington D,C,, student protestors at the 
American University and George Washington Univer- 
sity have organized militant campaigns against 
the FCRCs --CRESS and HumRRO respect ive ly-- assoc- 
iated with their schools . CRESS and HumRRO are 
both funded exclusively by the Army; CRESS cond- 
ucts social science research relevant to counter- 
insurgency, and HumRRO develops training programs 
for U.S. military personnel. Both universities 
have experienced student demonstrations in past 
months, and the GW administration has sought a 
court order to bar further disorders there. Never- 
theless, the activists appear to have made some 
headway: George Washington has announced that it 
will sever ties with HumRRO, and American Univer- 
sity will divest itself of CRESS. 

In most of the cases cited, above, student rad- 
icals have merely asked that the objectionable 
laboratory be separated from their university. 
Although such moves are embarrassing to the Pent- 
agon, and cause some inconvenience , it is clear 
that, separation alone is insufficient to impair 
the research activities performed by these inst- 
itutions .

Flowers fill both fields and gardens, climb a- 
long the sides of roads, up fences, and will 
bloom around us for the next few months. People 
will look at them, smell them, stick them into 
pots of water because the colors and textures are 
lovely and fresh, but here in the States where im- 
agination is often chopped off at an early stage, 
another dimension is blocked off, an avenue of 
taste is closed and we treat the world around us 
as though categories were real. In many other 
places, though, and also at other times m history, 
people have used the flowers around them creative- 
ly, especially in food. 

We in our false morality may object to the 
eating of flowers, while not hesitating to tear 
them apart. Some of us will realize that just as 
the world of sex has innumerable closed doors lead- 
ing into starry gardens, so does the world of eat- 
ing and for those who consider this life an ex- 
ploration through the countries of senses, the 
fields of feeling, and the museums of life, there 
is no barricade anywhere, no detour, no closed 
window . 

The simplest and one of the nicest ways to 
use flowers is in butter. We do not use flavored 
butter so much anymore, but then, the flowers have 
not changed, the recipes are still the same and 
placed on the table with fresh or toasted bread, 
flower butter will taste as good as it did to 
the ancients, do make carnation or geranium but- 
ter, simply grind in a mortar or mince enough 
petals to give you a tablespoon or so of either 
flower finely shred. Mix well into a stick of 
slightly softened sweet butter for a delicious 
spread . 

The uses of flowers in salads is endless. 

Wash and chop the leaves of 2 chrysanthemums. Toss 
with a couple of hardboiled sliced eggs, a potato 
or two, cooked and diced, a few olives, 1/2 chop- 
ped avocado or 2 artichoke hearts, (or both) and 
top with french dressing for 2 se rvings , Dai s ies 
are also very good in salads. 'loss them with to- 
matoes and sliced purple onions (which arc mild 


slightly salted sour cream. 

We have all seen the small purple and white 
flowers of the clover and many of us in childhood 
bit into their succulent sweet ends. Spread some 
freshly baked bread or toast with sweet butter. 

If you like cucumbers, add a layer of these, 
thinly sliced (or a slice of mild cheese). On t h i • 
arrange about 10 ciover flowers of both colors 
and top with another slice of buttered bread 
The ordinary bright dandelions which some peo- 
ple go to great pains to kill, I have always 
liked and considered treasures in the grass whe- 
ther they appeared as sunny discs or fragile clove - 
grey spheres or blow away bits. In its young, pale 
yellow stage the dandelion can be made into de- 
licious omelets. The centers are most tender Take 
around a half cup of these and lightly fry them 
in a tablespoon of butter. A finely chopped mush- 
room can also be added Then mix the dandelions, 
butter and all, with 2 or 3 eggs. Whip lightly 
with a fork. In a small frying pan which rounds 
into the sides, melt a bit more butter and when 
it’s sizzling, pour in the egg mixture After a 
minute, cover with a plate and continue to cook 
for another minute or until the top is done, for 
an individual serving, or one which can be « ut 
in half for two and served with cereal, fresh fruit 
and fragrant tea for breakfast 

Flowers can also be used m soups and stews. 
Marigolds add a very good flavor and can be tossed 
out with the bay leaf. In the orient, flowers 
have long been used in ways which trap the scent 
alone, as in tea leaves, for example, which when 
standing for a certain time mixed with flowers 
(later discardedjpick up the fragrance Honey can 
also be scented, but flowers of a heavy fragrance 
must be used Rose petals can be eaten, of .ouise. 
candied, m salads, and so on, b _u the petal it- 
self you will find, tends to be bitter Our noses, 
however, have a great deal to do with the taste 
of what wc put in our mouths and so it is only 
the fragrance we reach out for here Collect one 
cup of rose petals. Bring two cups of honey slow- 
ly to a boil, remove from the flame and immed- 
iately stir in the petals. Let this mixture snnplv 
stand in some shady corner for } or 3 hours.

Be- 
fore the Revolution they would never have gone to school, 
remaining in the isolation and fear generated by illiteracy. 

Now these mountain children go to a one foom school taught 
by a beautiful old man who was a businessman under the 
Batista regime. He teaches the children to play chess, be- 
lieving it an effective way^to scimulate their thinking. 

The littlest girl in the group, six years old, is the school 
champion. He also teaches them to sculpt using the red 
clay of the mountains.
